The experience 
gained in these five vessels gave us every confidence in the ability of trained natives to 

_ command the smaller class of steamers, and in 1885 this Company secured the contract for 
. the carriage of Her Majesty’s Mails to Cachar. Eight steamers were then built; and from 

that date down to the present time a daily Mail Service bas been maintained by steamers 
wholly commanded by the men who are stigmatised in the letter now under review ss being 
unfit for the posts that they have held with credit for years. The other large Steamer Com- 
panies, who will doubtless speak for themselves, have been running a daily Mail Service to 
Assam since 1883, without the loss of a single boat, with steamers similarly commanded. 
We give a short list of the vessels in this Company’s service alone (apart from launches 
plying ‘in Calcutta) now commauded by satives, and showiog gradual development of the

This statement is a curious mixture and betrays want of acquaintance 
with facts. None of the “300 tons” steamers has twin compound engines, Ontofthe 
22 steamers mentioned in our list, 6 are vf 300 tons measurement, or 1OL tons register; 
3 only heve twin compound engines ; 6 have «team steering gear and steam windlawses (in 
addition to hand-gear), and which, it is needless to say, forms an important element of lh 
safety instead of danger as seems to be implied. As forthe boiler pressure of 10015, this 
is the normal pressure of all ordinary marine boilers, whether in a launch of 5 H. P.orin = 
a large steamer of 1,500 H. P. The difference between them lies, not in the pressure, but 
in the area over which that pressure is distributed. fem, 6 

8. Later on the letter proposes a restriction to a certain tonn and horse-power— 
“with a view to avoid the risk to human life and property that 1s at t incurred,”” 
We quite fail to understand how any case is made out to support this assertion, No 
Company in India has had the long and varied experience that we claim to have had, and 
the fact that for four years we have had, besides all the older steamers enumerated in native 
command, eight steamers running a daily passenger and Mail Service under all conditions 
of weather, without a single case of loss of fife and property, appears to us the most 
conclusive evidence of the erroneous character of the charge that we could offer. We may 
perhaps remind Government that before men are placed in positions of trust, they pass 
through a long and varied training under our European commanders and engineers, All 
have been many years in our larger steamers before we plave them in independent charge of 
the smallest vessel, and they then are promoied to larger vessels accordin ; to their ability 
and trustworthiness, It so happens thet at the present moment our steamer, the Heron, is 
towing the Rhotas, with His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor and party. This steamer is 
commanded by one of the meu whom the letter states are unfit to command. vessels of this 
class. The serang in question, we may remark, has been in independent command sineo 
1872. Daring tms long period of seventeen years he has never had a single accident which 
has resulted in loss of life or property, which is supposed to be endangered by his presence 
on board. 

9. It must not be thought from the foregoing remarks that our object is to obstrnct 
Government in its laudable desire to safeguard life and property. Our interests are at one with 
them ; as in any serious accident we should ourselves be the severest sufferers, none of our block 
being insured. Apart from this, a serious disaster would cause distrust in the minds of the 
travelling public, upon whom our revenue depends and who are principally ignorant people who 
would not seek to enqhire into cause, but would only see. results. Onr principal traffic is with 
this class—natives who will travel if they can travel cheaply, but who would otherwise not 
travel at all by steamer, Iris only by the closest economy in working that many of our 
services can be maintained, To impose the additional tax incurred in the services of hig’ 
paid Earopean labour would result in the closing of the lines at immense inconvenience to 
public and to ourselves, The receipts would not stand it. “

requirements of the trade, the principal argument this Company could use in support of

8. In order that it may not be incumbent on owners to place a second class in 
charge of a smull steam launch, provision may be made for permitting the issue of oerti 
to serangs to command steam-vessels up to 100 tons, as is done at present by the 
Port Office. 

4. The rules for examination of engine-drivers under Act I of 1868, which are iy 
identical with those under Act VI of 1484, were unsuccessful in selecting the most desirable 
men, they being usually unable even to keep their engines in good working order without the 
continual assistance of fitters and vicemen, although these drivers are perhaps sufficiently 
reliable to take charge of small engines, and might therefore be still allowed to take ch 
of engines up to 50 nominal horse-power, it being clearly unnecessary that men with the know- 
ledge and attainments which would be requisite to enable them to take charge of engines of 
80 nominal horse-power, accompanied by auxiliary machinery, should be in charge of: ordi- 
nary high pressure launch engines of (say) 5 nominal horse-power. edit 

5. If the rules under Act VI of 1884, according to which engine-drivers’ certificates * 
are granted, are so amended as to select men with some knowledge of the construction and 
repairs of engines, there would be no reason why engines of 80 nominal horse-power should 
not be entrusted to the engine-drivers who would be able to obtain such certificates. 

6. Ifthe masters of the smaller vesscls are divided into second class masters and 
serangs, and certificates granted to second class masters to command vessels of 200 or 300 tons, 
and to serangs to command vessels of 100 tons ; and if the engine-drivers’ certificates are simi- 
larly granted for $0 nominal horse-power and 50 nominal bhorse-power, the conditions of 
eligibility for examinations, and the examinations themselves, being commensurate with the 
responsibilities which the certificated men will be called upon to undertake, we are of opinion 
that the present difficulty will be removed, and that thoroughly reliable men can be found. |
